Cut  back  well  when  setting 
out  and  allow  to  head  very  low.  The  other  three 
kinds  can  be  headed  higher  and  will  take  from  one 
to  three  vears  to  come  into  bearing.

PLUM-CHERRY  HYBRIDS 

This  valuable  new  fruit  group  comprises  various 
crosses  between  the  Sand  cherry,  the  native  Ameri¬ 
can  plum  and  the  Black  sweet  cherry.  Beginning 
with  the  Compass,  introduced  early  in  the  Nineties, 
there  followed  Sapa,  and  Opata,  originated  by  Prof. 
Hansen  of  this  state;  and  later,  Zumbra,  St.  Anthony 
and  Nicollet  from  the  Minnesota  Fruit  Breeding 
Farm.  All  these  varieties  have  characteristic  quali¬ 
ties  which  make  them  valuable  in  the  north-central 
area  of  the  United  States.  With  their  common  par¬ 
entage  in  the  Sand  cheriy  these  fruits  have  a  char¬ 
acteristic  bush  habit. 

For  best  results  in  fruiting,  they  should  be  en¬ 
couraged  to  grow  in  bush  form.  Trees  practically  all 
bear  first  year  after  setting  out. 

ZUMBRA  CHERRY 

Originated  in  Minnesota,  is  a  cross  of  the  Pin 
Cherry,  the  large  Sweet  Cherry  of  the  west  coast 
and  the  wild  Sand  Cherry  of  the  Dakotas.  It  seems 
to  be  a  happy  combination  as  Zumbra  is  as  hardy  as 
the  Sand  Cherry,  grows  like  the  Pin  Cherry  and  the 
fruit  is  as  large  and  as  good  quality  as  the  Califor¬ 
nia  Sweet  Cherry.  Comes  into  bearing  the  next  year 
after  planting,  very  prolific,  maturing  large  annual 
crops.  Zumbra  is  placed  on  the  Minnesota  recom¬ 
mended  fruit  list  as  a  “leading  variety.”  Zumbra 
ripens  after  all  sour  cherries  are  gone.  Follows 
closely  after  Waneta  plum.

Full  Sister  to  the  Zumbra,  but, 
like  the  Sapa,  is  red-fleshed  and  bears  a  heavy  crop 
yearly,  starting  first  year  after  setting  out.  Fruit 
slightly  bitter  after  taste,  which  is  lost  when  made 
into  jellies  or  Plum  “JUICE.”  In  fact,  this  seems  to 
be  the  ideal  plum  for  making  plum  juices  as  it  re¬ 
tains  its  color  and  has  an  excellent  flavor.  We  have 
one  report,  where  one  and  a  half  bushels  of  these 
plums,  made  approximately  (25)  twenty-five  gallons 
of  very  good  plum  juice. 

COMPASS.  Natural  Sand  cherry  cross  originated 
accidentally  at  Springfield,  Minn.,  many  years  ago. 
Still  valuable  in  Northern  regions  where  less  hardy 
varieties  do  not  thrive. 

NICOLLET.  Nearest  approach  to  the  true  Sour 
cherry  as  yet  produced  (excepting  possibly  Oka)  to 
date,  originating  at  the  Minn.  State  Fruit  Breeding 
Farm.  Slow  to  come  into  bearing  and  not  a  heavy 
bearer  with  us  so  far.  Fruit  cherry  size,  red.  Excel¬ 
lent  quality.

These  hardy  grapes  do  not 
need  winter  protection.  The  tame  Grapes  should  be 
protected  each  winter  except  points  south  and  east 
of  Yankton. 

Berries  blue-black,  medium  size,  with  a 
pleasant  aromatic  flavor.  Ripens  end  of  August.

ALPHA.  About  the  same  as  Beta  but  from  differ¬ 
ent  origin.

wrote  as  follows:

My  dear  Brother,  Emil : 

Your  idea  to  give  the  people  of  the  Northwest  the  full 
story  and  truth  about  the  Chinese  Elm  is  a  good  one.  I 
agree  with  you,  that  in  order  to  make  friends  out  of  your 
customers,  and,  in  order  to  build  up  a  good  and  reliable 
nursery  business,  you  must  give  the  public  the  facts,  in 
regard  to  the  new  trees  and  fruits  as  they  are,  rather  than 
to  say  that  everything  is  the  best  and  the  biggest,  etc. 

In  the  spring  of  1913  I  planted  the  first  1,000  Chinese 
elm  that  were  ever  planted  in  the  Northwest.  This  was  at 
the  federal  experiment  station  at  Mandan,  N.  D.,  where, 
at  that  time,  I  was  in  charge  of  the  tree,  fruit,  and  other 
horticultural  experiments.  These  were  small  one  year  old 
trees  that  had  been  grown  from  cuttings  by  the  govern¬ 
ment  at  some  other  station  and  shipped  to  us.  They  were 
all  cut  back  considerably  and  we  cultivated  them  for 
seven  years.  Atlhough  this  was  in  the  cold  semi-arid  sec¬ 
tion  of  the  country,  these  trees  made  a  most  remarkably 
fast  growth,  and  in  1918  we  hung  our  hammock  from  one 
tree  to  another.  In  1919  many  of  these  trees  were  6  and  7 
inches  in  diameter  and  say  20  feet  tall.  Many  had  already 
produced  seeds  in  the  5th  and  6th  years.  We  never  pruned 
them. 

Near  Revillo,  S.  D.,  on  a  farm,  there  were  several  Chi¬ 
nese  elm  planted  in  spring  1919  (so  small  that  they  had 
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been  brought  in  a  suit  case),  that  came  from  Mandan, 
grown  from  the  seeds  that  I  planted  there.  In  1927  when  I 
saw  these  trees,  eight  years  old  from  small  trees,  these 
trees  had  made  such  a  remarkable  growth,  that  on  some 
of  them  the  trunk  measured  12  to  14  inches  in  diameter, 
and  trees  had  a  spread  of  30  to  40  feet,  and  were  from  25 
to  30  feet  high. 

I  have  carefully  watched  the  Chinese  elm  throughout 
the  northwest  states,  in  many  localities,  for  the  last  15 
years  and  feel  that  they  are  one  of  the  best  things  ever 
introduced  by  the  government  for  our  section. 

They  grow  very  fast,  they  come  out  early  in  the  spring, 
they  remain  green  very  late  in  the  fall,  they  have  many 
fine  small  leaves,  they  have  many  small  willowy  twigs, 
they  make  a  dense  shade,  they  stand  a  lot  of  dry  weather 
and  cold  and  wind.  They  should  not  be  pruned  the  first 
two  years  after  planting,  otherwise  they  are  likely  to  split. 
For  windbreaks  they  should  be  planted  fairly  close,  say  4 
to  S  feet  apart  in  the  row  and  rows  8  to  12  feet  apart.  In 
a  windbreak  they  should  not  be  pruned  at  all.  Yrhen 
planted  as  shade  or  street  trees,  they  should  not  be  pruned 
for  the  first  two  years,  allowing  all  little  side  shoots  from 
the  trunk  to  remain  so  as  to  shade  the  trunk,  to  prevent 
sunscald  and  canker  to  which  they  are  liable.  But,  of 
course,  they  should  be  pruned  severely*  at  planting  time. 

One  more  very  important  thing  I  wish  to  mention  to 
3*ou,  and  that  is  this:  since  this  tree  has  become  so  popu¬ 
lar  and  since  the  government  is  recommending  it  highly 
throughout  the  northwest,  many  nurseries  have  secured 
seeds  from  China  and  have  planted  this  seed  and  sold  the 
trees  in  the  northwest.  In  some  cases  it  appears  that  this 
seed  came  from  southern  China  and  the  trees  winterkilled 
when  planted  in  the  northwestern  states.  So  it  is  very  im¬ 
portant  to  know  the  source  of  the  trees  or  the  seed.  I  am 
glad  that  you  are  growing  this  hardy  northern  strain  so 
that  you  can  give  your  customers  hardy  trees.

Cut  back  the  branches  at  planting  time.  Fruit  and 
shade  trees  should  have  their  branches  shortened  by  one- 
half,  at  planting  time.  You  can  cut  off  more  from  a  fast 
growing  variety,  like  a  poplar,  than  from  an  ash  or 
walnut,  which  grow  slowly.  Most  shrubs  can  be  cut  down 
to  one-half  or  two-thirds  their  original  size.  Xewly  planted 
hedges  should  be  cut  down  quite  low,  for  instance.  Buck¬ 
thorn,  this  should  be  cut  down  to  4  inches  from  the  ground 
even  when  3  to  4  ft.  plants  were  set  out.  But  the  cutting 
should  in  all  cases  be  done  right  at  planting  time,  later 
when  the  leaves  have  come  out  it  is  not  so  good.

Many  failures  are  due  to  the  fact  that  the  trees  or 
shrubs  are  not  properly  pruned  at  planting-  time.  Many 

people  are  reluctant  to  cut  off  too  much  and  so  often

It 
will  also  make  some  difference  in  the  transportation 
charges,  especially  in  the  case  of  hedges  which  with  buck¬ 
thorn  and  some  others  are  cut  down  to  4  inches  even 
when  2  to  3  feet  stock  is  planted.

At  first  our  pruning  may  be  a  disappointment  to  you, 
but  at  the  end  of  the  first  season  you  will  give  us  credit 
for  the  value  of  this  service  and  will  say  a  good  word 
to  your  friend  and  neighbors  about  our  desii'e  to  serve 
our  customers. 

How  to  water  plants:  The  first  watering  should  be 
given  at  planting  time.  After  the  roots  have  been  covered 
and  the  hole  filled  about  two-thirds  full,  then  the  rest  of 
the  hole  should  be  filled  with  water.  Allow  this  to  soak 
in,  and  then  fill  again.  When  all  soaked  away  then  fill 
in  with  soil  and  if  it  is  spring  planting,  leave  a  hollow 
place  or  dish  around  each  tree  or  shrub  so  as  to  catch 
all  rain  water  possible.  After  a  week  or  ten  days  water 
again  giving  each  shrub  a  pailful,  and  each  tree  two  or 
three  pailfuls.  Larger  trees  should  have  from  4  to  8  pails 
each  ten  days,  unless  there  is  much  rain.  Shrubs  around 
and  near  the  house  need  very  much  water  even  though 
it  rains.  All  newly  planted  nursery  stock  needs  a  lot  of 
water  in  July  and  August.  Where  a  hose  is  used,  it  is 
useless  to  sprinkle  the  whole  yard  or  all  the  plants  for 
an  hour  or  two.  This  barely  goes  into  the  soil  two  inches. 
The  best  system  is  to  take  off  the  nozzle  and  turn  on 
the  water  not  to'r*  forcibly  and  let  it  run  on  the  ground 
and  try  to  get  most  of  the  water  to  settle  around  the 
base  of  the  plants.  Use  a  hoe  or  shovel  to  help  along. 
Newly  planted  shrubs  or  trees  near  old  big  trees  need 
an  exceptional  amount  of  water.  The  last  watering  should 
be  given  before  the  ground  freezes  in  the  fall,  about 
November  1st  or  so.  and  then  all  plants  of  a  woody 
character  should  be  hilled  up  with  soil  about  4  to  6  inches. 
This  protects  the  crown  from  winter  injury.  It  is  very 
important  to  give  this  late  watering  to  such  trees  as 
birch,  weeping  willows  and  the  soft  wooded  and  tender 
barked  trees.
